JAMES AND FELAND. 



Ollie M. James and Young John 
Feland met in joint debate at the 
Court House Monday night in the 
presence of a crowded house, pretty 
equally divided between Democrats 
and Republicans. 

Mr. James led off in a speech of an 
hour and ten, which waB one of the 
finest arguments heard here during 
the campaign. It was a fine presen- 
tation of many of the unanswerable 
arguments of the silver side, and the 
speaker's wit and numerous happy 
hits kept the audience in good humor 
throughout, while his clear, concise 
way of presenting his points made a 
profound impression upon even his 
political opponents. 

Mr. Feland was to follow with a 
speech of an hour and a half, but he 
succeeded in telling all he knew and 
"a little the rise" in an hour and seven 
minutes. His speech consisted of a 
pretty recitation about his love for 
the people of Hopkinsviile, which 
was followed by a lot of stale ploti 
tudes and reckless statements, well 
delivered but devoid of argument. 
He closed with an extravagant eulogy 
upon the bankers and "ran out of 
p" with 23 minutes to his credit. 
lr. James' rejoinder of twenty 
mtes left but little hide upon the 
exposed parts of the Republican 
orator's body. One of Mr. Poland's 
unfortunate assertions was to declare 
that silver had never beeD demon- 
itized. Mr. James drew from his 
satchel a copy of Barnes' school 
history of the United States, approved 
and endorsed by the government, and 
read an account of the demonetization 
of silver in 1873,andas he turned aud 
said "John, allow me to present you 
,th the .history of your country, in 
„.d> r that you may inform vourself," 
the applause was simply deafening. 

Republicans were much mortified 
at the poor showing made by their 
champion, who imagined that * dis- 
play of rhetoric could be mistaken 
for an argument. Mr. James received 
the congratulations of the delighted 
Democrats and the way he took the 
wind out of Young John is still the 
talk of the town. The discussion was 
characterized by entire good feeling 
on all tides.

Sandusky, Ohio, Oct. 20.— A soiree 
into Major McKinley's old congres- 
sional district was the most interts « 
ing feature of Candidate Bryan's last 
day in Ohio, which ended with a 
speech at Sandusky to night, several 
hours behind the time called for by 
the program. The loyalty of the re- 
publican candidate's former congres- 
sional district was manifested at sev 
eral places by demonstrations intend- 
ed to counteract the enthusiasm for 
the Democratic nominee. 

The manner in which the support- 
ers of the St. Louis ticket showed 
their political feelings was the same 
at every place which had demonstra- 
tions. At WellBville, the first towu 
within the district at which 
Bryan spoke, the attempt to offset 
any influence his appearance aud 
speech might have, was particularly 
marked. Yellow badges, yellow neck- 
ties, yellow hat-bands with yellow 
streamers tied to brooms and yellow 
flags were numerous. Cheers for Mc- 
Kinley were heard frequently and Mr 
Bryan's address was interrupted so 
often that he finally turned on his an- 
noyers and addressed some very vig- 
orous remarks, intended for their 
benefit.

This virtually settled the ease 
and Mr. Southall's name will not 
grace the ballot this time, for before 
the case can be called for trial and 
proof taken by Southall and his Re- 
publican allies, Dr. Clardy will have 
already begun his term of congress, 
to which he will be elected in No- 
vember.

Money Power Conspiracy. 

Henry Wutterson, of the Louifevill" 
Courier-Journal was not always a sin- 
gle gold standard man. Before he en- 
tered the money power conspiracy he 
and his newspaper were conspicuoue 
bilver advocates.

"4. That In the exact proportion as 
gold has risen, the burden of debt and 
taxation has increased; and that in pro- 
ljortion as property and labor have de- 
clined, the capacity of the people to pay 
their debts and taxes has diminished. 

"6. T.liat the silver discount is creat- 
ing n bonus of more than 30 per cent. 
In favor of the farm prod ifntkkni of both 
India and Asia, which to that extent 
cheapens the wheat, cotton and various 
other productions of the United States. 

"ft. That these lamentable conditions 
have been produced by anti -silver leg- 
islation. 

"7. That they can be undone and 
prosperity be restored by pro-silver Veg- 
irlatlon." 

The Courier-Journal then proceeded 
to challenge the metropolitan press to 
controvert Its propositions, and de- 
clared: 

"If they cannot controvert either of 
these propositions they are obviously 
conniving at a gigantic fraud. • • • We 
challenge the editors of the papers 
named, and at any crtJiers. to potrrtoutu 
single flaw or error in any proposition 
cf the seven; nnd if this cannot be done, 
we ask in the name of the people what 
interests they are serving, and what 
consideration, in kind and amount, they 
ore receiving in conniving at the in- 
iquity." — Denver Republican.

cinity, few know of the location of a 
mammoth grape vine, the largest in 
the world. 

The massive trunk of the vine is 
seven feet eight inches in circumfer 1 
ence its size and appearance sug- 
gesting an oak rather than a grape 
vine. Its branches rest on a stal- 
wart frame, covering a space one- 
third of an acre in extent It grows 
rapidly, and would undoubtedly at- 
tain even greater dimensions were 
it not that tho owner, having 
reached the limit of the space he 
has reserved for his giant vine, and 
being unwilling to concede it more 
room, cuts it back every year. 

The frame over which the vine is 
spread is strongly built, as is re- 
quired to support the tremendous 
weight of grapes annually yielded 
by the vine. Sixty stout posts, 

foundation for the grape-laden 
branches. The vine is of the Mission 
variety, and is so prolific that in 
1893 it bore eight tons of grapes, 
and last y<*ar the owner took ten 
tons from the vine, in addition to as 
many clusters as the neighbors 
cared to carry away. 

This Carpenteria vine is mucl 
larger than the celebrated grape 
bearer of Hampton Court, England, 
which has been regarded as one of 
the horticultural wonders of the 
world, and by many claimed to be 
the largest in existence. In 1877 a 
grape-vine fr*m Montecito, Santa 
Barbara county, was then admitted- 
ly the largest in the world. It was 
removed in sections and set up in 
the Centennial exposition of Phila- 
delphia, where it attracted much at- 
tention.

An- 
other was set to "Auld Lang Syne," 
and another to the tune of "Dandy 
Jim of Caroline," with the line: 
"Free Speech, Free Kansas and 
Fremont" The democrats were 
satisfied with some cheap verses set 
to "Wait for the Wagon," and a 
song, making a direct bid for the 
Irish vote, to the tune of "Nora 
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lighter" hue, if not of a variegated 
pattern. Perhaps, if they wore to 
jive voice to the deeper apprehen- 
sions, they would say that thei 
nore at stake than the blaek coat. 
There can, at any rate, be little 
ioubt whether the tailors aro wili- 
ng to admit it or not, that with tho 
fate of tho black coat is bound up 
that of the black waistcoat. 
Whether tho two have been lovely 
and pleasant In their lives is a nat- 
ter of opinion; but we feel sure that 
in death they would not be divided. 

We mean no disrespect to 
the vest in describing it as a para- 
site of the coat It is a humble 
dependent which has only found its 
way into society under the wing of 
its influential patron, to whom it 
adheres with a single-breastad fidel- 
ity rewarded on the other side by 
an attachment which is rarely 
broken save for a short period dur- 
ing the summer months. 

The trousers, it is true, are con- 
nected with the two upper gar- 
ments by no such feudal tie; but 
their own union is complete, and, 
except in very hot weather, indis- 
soluble. Hence the more far- 
sighted tailors no doubt perceive 
clearly enough that if the black coat 
goes we shall be within measurable 
distance of the "tweed suit" Nor 
are tSiere wanting those who would 
do their best to accelerate tho cata- 
strophe. 

Animated by the restless spirit of 
the age, its impatience of sobriety 
and its thirst for change and color 
in costume as in life, there is 
school of so-called reformers who are 
endeavoring to urge the wearers of 
black coats to revolt Let them 
give free play, exclaim these anar- 
chistic counselors, to "their taste 
in checks and stripes," and they 
will be able to cut a far more pic- 
turesque figure at a far smaller an- 
nual outlay. With the outlay, of 
course, tho public is not concerned, 
though that matter, doubtless, is 
not without its interest for the 
tailors; but we own to some uneasi- 
ness at the idea of the entire com- 
munity indulging its multifarious 
taste in checks and stripes in a 
headlong pursuit of the picturesque. 

We have all of us, indeed, seen 
the experiment tried under very fa- 
vorable circumstances, but with 
more than dubious results, by those 
little bands of vocal and instru 
mental artists, generally six oi 
eight in number, who are usually to 
be met with at race meetings or 
the sands of popular seaside resorts 
at this time of the year. These 
pioneers of dress reform have en 
tirely discarded the black coat, pre 
ferring one of a gayer color, with 
noticeably elongated tails, and the 
freedom with which thoy indulge 
their tasto in checks and stripes may 
almost bo said to border upon li- 
cense. Yet the effect, even with 
the addition of an open shirt collar 
of Elizabethan proportions, a corked 
face and a banjo, cannot be de- 
scribed as entirely picturesque.— 
London Telegraph.

taken out, the official hefts the 
three jars, one cracks and the vin- 
egar runs out. Then he notices the 
basket of vegetables and insists on 
inspecting it; tho cords are cut and 
ho runs his bands, full of suspicion, 
amid salad and cabbages, to the 
very bottom Then he insists that 
one of the trunks shall be opened, 
and it is the turn of tho linen, of the 
thousand objects packed in with 
great difficulty, to be exposed and 
spread out in the dust and dirt of 
the counters. The porters and tho 
whole body of employes of the sta- 
tion had gathered around and seemed 
to be much amused. 

"I will admit that 1 got angry. 
What? I havo lived in Medan for 
18 years. I am perfectly well known 
at the St Lazare station, my sta- 
tion, and this is the insult I receive 
on returning to Paris with my 
vegetables and my own pickles. 
Everything is examined, everything 
is dirtied, as if I were suspected of 
the blackest fraud, and that after I 
had declared my pickles, on which I 
paid 30 centimes, for which I have 
the receipt, for it was a matter of 
six cents, it was to get six cents 
that our linen was turned topsy 
turvy and all our little private do- 
mestic articles were passaJ around 
by all sorts of black paws. 

"I appealed to the ohief inspector, 
who assured me that I had no cause 
for complaint so long as the official 
had not been impolite. That o:ily 
would have been wanting. Just se< 
the extraordinary power of annoy 
ance placed in the hands of an un 
derling, who can politely make yoi 
open your boxes, can empty youi 
trunks and violate the privacy of 
your baggage amid the grin3 of th3 
bystanders. That is tormod, the in 
spector Informed me, to subject a 
traveler to inspection. And to pro- 
vide an example, the visitation may 
fall on anyone, to-day me, to-mor- 
row you. As for me, I thought that 
the octroi had in spite of everything 
some politeness and sjme insight, 
and that it subjected to inspection 
only persons whose appearance was 
suspicious, who wero unknown, who 
were likely to smuggle. 

"Why do I relate this common- 
place story, which, after all, is 
hardly interesting? Why, because 
my heart leaps with indignation and 
wrath; because I consider it shame, 
ful that a great city like Paris should 
still cling to this unpleasant vexa- 
tion of the Inspection of baggage; 
because there is In it a coarseness, 
a sort of violation that may make a 
woman suffer; because I have never 
been able to look on calmly at, the 
caprices of custom house officers, 
neglecting this ono, annoying that 
one, abusing their power to make 
the quietest man in the world lose 
his temper; because it ought to be 
time for us to find some other mode 
txation, or at least, not to keep 
bstmately collecting in railroad 
stations ridiculous duties which ex- 
asperate everybody. 

' 'And you have endured this for 
many years, Parisians, my 
brothers. Do you know that you 
have made revolutions for less than 
this, and my surprise is great that 
you have not yet filled Paris with 
barricades to escape tho imbecile 
annoyances of the octroi."
